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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed additional limitation "formed by using a forming technique excluding a foaming technique to 
make said solid pressure-sensitive adhesive layer" changes the scope of the claimed invention, which would require further consideration 
and/or search. Further, the provided support at page 48, lines 7-1 1 fail to expressly excluding any foaming technique, and the proposed 
amendment appears to be new matter. 
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
